EDMONTON Standing ovations 
(01 political party leaders were the 
order of the day In Alberta and 
Saskatchewan last week. 

in Saskatoon’s Bessborough hotel 
J50 delegates applauded and cheer- 
eh British Columbia’s Social Credit 
premier. W. A. C. Bennett, who de¬ 
feated from the Conservative party 
in 1951 after internal party strife. 

In Edmonton's Macdonald hotel, 
300 delegates perormed similar 
actions after J. Harper Prowse, 
Liberal leader in Alberta declared 
he wanted to continue to head the 
party. 

Premier Bennett was addressing 
a banquet on the eve of the Sas¬ 
katchewan Social Credit Leagues 
convention, while M r. Prowse 
spoke at the Alberta Liberal As¬ 
sociation convention. 

Mr. Bennett. told his audience 
that the Liberal party is at its 
weakest since Confederation and 
is a shell of its once-great power. 
He also claimed the other political 
parties lack unity. 

Meanwhile, In Edmonton, Dun¬ 
can K. McTavish, president of the 
National Liberal Federation, told 
Alherla Liberals the Social Credit 
and OCF parties, along with the 
Nationalists of Quebec, are splin¬ 
ter parties preaching antagonism 
to what they call the “rest of 
Canada' and added the Liberal 
party was “never more united, 
never more firm in its determina¬ 
tion to work for greater unity and 
to oppose . . . the dangerous work 
of ^ectionalists? 

Social Credit leaders told the 
Saskatoon meeting there is every 
hope the party will sweep into 
power in the next federal election, 
while Alberta's Prerilier E. C. 
Manning, a special guest at the 
meeting, said: "It is not Will there 
be a Social Credit government?’ 
but ’How soon?’’’. 

Back in Edmonton, the Liberals 
were talking of rumblings of dis¬ 
content about the Social Credit 
government and Mr. McTavish said 
“in dU' j time the people of Alberta 
will find that manning the pro¬ 
vincial government with Liberals 
will end a reign of fear and will 
open a new era of freedom, fair¬ 
ness and clear thinking in provin¬ 
cial affairs.'’ 

The Saskatchewan Social Credit 
delegates heard Premier Bennett 
warn that as the da'te of a federal 
election approaches there will be a 
“tremendous attack" in which, he 
said, “they 11 try to make the peo¬ 
ple fear Social Credit like they did 
in B.C. The fear campaign,” he 
added, “will be the result of the 
Liberals' fear they are going down 
to defeat.’’ 

Coming back to the Alberta 
Liberal convention, the delegates 
in resolutions, advocated a change 
in the Assessment Act designed to 
help spread the province’s riches 
umong the ordinary citizens. They 
called for an assessment exemption 
of $1,000 for very /owner of 'a 
dwelling or quarter-section of 
land. According to the resolution 
it would mean a reduction of at 
least $50 in taxes to each horrte 
or land-owner. 

The ln*c aur h jn e xemption 

would mean to the municipalities, 
the resolution continued, would be 
met by increased grants to muni¬ 
cipalities on an unconditional basis. 
Delegates said the assessment ex¬ 
emption is not needed by business 
firms because their realty taxes 
can be deducted from income taxes. 

In another resolution the con¬ 
vention called for a referendum on 
the Alberta Liquor Act with the 
object of amending it “in the In¬ 
terests of all citizens in the pro¬ 
vince so it will command respect 
and support.” 

The convention also called on 
the provincial and federal govern¬ 
ments for aid to the farmer. In 
particular, the provincial govern¬ 
ment was asked to provide fin¬ 
ancial aid and help in the seed 
situation expected as a result of 
l«K>r summer weather. The federal 
government was asked to solve the 
problems wMch are making it dif¬ 
ficult for farmers to obtain credit, 
despite having grain on their 
Harms. 

Next year’s convention is expect¬ 
ed to consider the matter of the 
party leadership. W. J. Edgar, of 
InnisfaJl. was re-elected president 
of the Liberal Association. Vice- 
presidents are: Harley Conrad, of 
CUirmont; Andre Dechene, Ed¬ 
monton; Mrs. R. L. N!colson, Cal¬ 
gary; Claude Brewster, Banff; Dr.

Four Speakers at Oil Forum 

Western Canada Oil Industry 
Confident of Expansion 


The oil industry is confident 
that more oil will be discovered 
in western Canada and* this opti¬ 
mism is based on several factors, 
said S. P. King, General Manager, 
Meirill Petroleums Limited, dur¬ 
ing an open forum on oil at ithe 
Vulcan I.O.O.F. Hali, Friday night. 

The meeting was one of a series 
ot open forums on oil arranged 
through the co-operation of the 
Canadian Petroleum Association 
and piovincial Chambers of Com¬ 
merce and other organizations. 

One al the factors creating the 
optimistic outlook for further -oil 
discoveries is the size' of the oil 
hunting ground in western Canada 
covering some 770,000 square miles. 

Mr. King said another important 
fm-tiu- "is Pin t the indus try has. 
only scratched the surface as far 
a oil exploration is concerned in 
this vast area.” To date in western 
Canada one well has been drilled 
for every 173 square miles of pro¬ 
spective hunting ground. In the 
United States, one well has been 
drilled for every 12 square miles. 

In terms of money spent, he 
said the “two dozen or so” oil 
companies operating In Western 
Canada in 1946 spent about $1,000,- 
fOC’a month on oil exploration and 
development. This year more than 
240 companies will spend over 
$1,000,000 a day for the same 
thing. t

(Mi . Justice >vas horn in Glasgow, 
Scotland. He moved to Thorold, 
Ontario, at the age of five, and 
educated in Thorold public schools. 
11c received his bachelor of arts 
degree from Knox College, Tor¬ 
onto, in 1903. 

After entering the ministry, he 
served near the Yukon border at 
tlic time of the gold rush and then 
at Fort George from 1913 to 1916. 
From there he went Schreiber, 
Ontario, and Fort Francis, Ontar¬ 
io. In the later years he Ijad chur¬ 
ches at Regina, Lumsden, Tomp¬ 
kins and La Fleche, all -in Saskat¬ 
chewan. He retired in 1949.

A. Justice. In* 1952 he moved to 
Calgary.

Wheat Shipping 


There is some question as whether the Wheat 
Board is handling the grain shipping situation in the 
fairest and most efficient manner. 

Vulcan district farmers have been able to deliver 
only about one and a quarter bushels of the current 
two-bushel quota and local elevators have not received 
any empty grain cars for - weeks. Meanwhile other 
points, particularly on the Maeleod-High River line 
have taken in the full two bushel quota and sjill~have 
room to spare. According to one inf^rg»Emt, these 
points on the other line were still receiving grain cars 
after they had taken in their quota of grain, mean¬ 
while Champion, Kirkcaldy, Vulcan and other points 
on the Aldersyde line were plugged so tight with 
wheat the elevators were unable to accept delivery 
of the full quota. 

A new look at this situation, by the Wheat Board, 
would seem to be needed.

A GOOD TIME 


It is apparently an experience of many, merchants 
that their best customers, meaning those customers 
whose annual purchases total the most, are often slpw 
pay. They are absolutely dependable and sure pay, 
but they may take their time about it, contenting 
themselves with squaring up accounts once or twice 
a year. They have been accustomed to this method 
of doing business, and are welcome patrons. But 
modern business being what it is, they overlook that 
the merchant with whom they deal has to meet his 
payments to wholesale houses once or maybe twice a 
month He is the middleman, pressed by the’wholesale 
houses who have their fixed policy of financing. The 
merchant knows that in the course of six months or 
a year these best customers of his will pay up their 
whopping bills, but in the meantime in many cases he 
has to borrow from the bank at interest, although he 
may collect no interest on the overdue accounts. 

It has been said that if these best customers could 
see their way to adjusting themselves to modern de¬ 
mand s and would pay up more frequently, the mer¬ 
chant would then be in the position to extend credit 
to people who are unable temporarily to pay cash for 
what they really needs. Most merchants are very re¬ 
luctant to refuse credit for necessities to trustworthy 
people who may have met with reverses. But the city 
wholesaler can take a much more impersonal view, 
and probably has to if his branch of business chain 
is to remain solvent. So the small town merchant is 
the unhappy victim of conflicting pressures, the 
wholesaler on the one hand, good old customer’s on 
the other. 

Quite a number of local merchants have instituted 
the cash system, pointing out that tbe reduced cost 
of bookkeeping, l^nancing and so on, will result in 
L«st possible service at lowest possible price. Uudoubt- 
tdly there should be much saving in exoense through 
this simplified method of doing business, and cash

Theoretically most people are agreed tlrat the 
cash system would be to the eventual benefit of the 
consumer. There would be as a rule stricter check on 
purchases, more careful spending, and the individual 
would be square with board, instead of playing along 
one month behind. In actual practice it may be some¬ 
what difficult for people who have to budget closely 
to reorganize their method of payment. It may be still 
more difficult for farm people who have no regular 
monthly pay cheque to catch themselves, particularly 
at this junction. But if this initial hurdle can be taken 
there will be a more comfortable feeling, especially 
if merchants keep the faith by passing on savings 
realized. Minor difficulties. are brought up in respect 
to cash on delivery and so on. But these may iron 
themselves out more simply than may seem at First 
sight In any case the cash system is being tried cm*;, 
and results should be apparent within a few months.

They 
are increasing costs of*education, 
capital bostsl and Ihe financial sta¬ 
bility of the individual citizen. 

Education Roosts, he said, added ' 
to the other municipal costs, are 
the "straw that is breaking t_h- 
camel's back.” Probably hi£ re¬ 
mark* on education can be related 
ta those of Education Minister 
Anders O. Aalborg, who told the 
recent school trustees' meeting the 
government is making a concerted 
>Jtudy of ways of reducing the coat 
of education to taxpayers. 

The government’s concern with 
other municipal costs was stated 
by Municipal Affairs Minister C. 
E. Gerhart, who told municipal 
district and county councillors the 
next legislative session almost cer¬ 
tainly wilt be considering higher 
municipal grants. More attention, 
he indicated, will be given lo muni¬ 
cipalities actually 'In need.” 

This would be done by chang¬ 
ing the present system of grants - 
one-third on the basis of zieed and 
two-thirds on assessment — in 
favor of one which Is based on halt

MANftGEMENT 
OF MINES 

AND MINERALS 


IN ALBERTA 


The Department of Mines and 
M nerals has the administration 
anil management of all mines, 
minerals and natural resources 
vested in or be*on’ging 'to the 
Cri wn in the right of -the pro¬ 
vince. 

The Department consists of 
three administrative and two 
service divisions. Responsibilities 
of the administrative divisions 
are as tollows: 


Mineral Rights Division 

This division is responsible 
for til-*’ administration of the 
iispositiion of sub-surface nat¬ 
ural resources heid by the 
Crown by lease, reservation, 
license, permit or other agree¬ 
ment and for collection of fees, 
rentals, royalties, bonuses and 
other revenue from Crown 
mineral rights.

Mines Division 

This division is responsible for 
the administration and enforce¬ 
ment of rules and regulations 
ceiat ng to safety and working 
conditions in mines and quarries 
and also examination and certi¬ 
fication of personnel. 


Mineral Taxation Division 

This division administers the 
Mineral Taxation Art which 
provides for the collection of 
an acreage tax from the owners 
of all- rrecfiold mineral rights 
in the I’rovince. In areas where 
a mineral is being produced a 
lax is also levied on the mineral 
by assessment according to the 
statute. 



In addition the following 
Boa ills report to the Minister 
of Mines and Minerals: 

Th-> Petroleum and Natural 
Gas Conservation Board con¬ 
sists of a chairman and - two 
members, with headquarters at 
514 - 11th Avenue West, Cal¬ 
gary. The Board administers all 
matters pertaining to drilling 
production and conservation of 
oil and gas resources of the 
Province. 



The -Right of Entry Arbitra¬ 
tion Board also consists of a 
chairman and two members 
with headquarters in the Land 
Titles Building, Edmonton. 
When a mineral operator is 
unable to acquire the surface 
neessary for the effectual 
working of the mineral from 
the owner, and occupant where 
t-hc land is occupied, the Board 
upon application by the mineral 
operator may grant right of 
entry and determine the” portion 
of the surface rights that may¬ 
be used by the mineral operator 
togetle-r with compensation pay¬ 
able ! » the surf&ce owner and 
occupant.
